AND ITB SUPPRESSION. 


| Massacre of French Miasionar ies, 


Tho Bulletin .du Comite de T’Asio. 
Francaive gives 4 most interesting narrative 
by M. Jacques sBacot of the important 
events that have transpired during the Inst 
few yoars in South-Eastern Tibet, on the 
borders of Western China.

from Chinese mandarins, and from the 
soldiers of his own escort, who had been 
eye-nitnesses: of many of the gruesome 
events, M: Bacot arrived at a. reliable 
conspectus. of the Tibetan revolt of 
1905-06 and the repressive rucasares 
instituted by the Chinese. 

At the close of the British Expedition 
to Lhassa, China had quite resigned iteolf 
to the prospect of losing its protectorate, 
feeble though it was, over Western Tibet 
—j.e., Lhasea and the country lying within 
its juri-diction—and determined, therefore, 
to strengthen its hold over. the castern 
rerion, adjoining China, as far west as 
Chiimdo. A Chinese envoy "was sent to 
organiso matters, but demunds for forced 
labour mnde by this functionary raised the 
alarm and discontent of the Tibétans, and 
this, combined with the retreat of the 
British expedition, which was. attributed 
mainly to fear, inspired the lamas with the 
idea of reconquering the. whole region.

being not only lamaseries but fortresses-as 
well. The. number of bonzes or’monka at 
Batang is 1,800, and each is said to own a 
horse and gun. Alarmed at. the menacing 
attitude of the monks, the Kincha, a3 
the Chinese envoy was called, sent to 
Szechuan for Chinese troops, but the 
messenger was intercepted; and when the 
Kincha set ont himself in quest: of assist- 
ance, ho was attacked and killed. The 
next victims were two French missionaries, 
the Peres Mussot and Soulié. who were 
both arrested and decapitated. The lamas 
followed up these murders with an insolent 
Totter of Aefinnhico to the Viceroy of 
Szechuan, In reply, the mandarin at 
We-si nfanaged to get togother somo Chi- 
hese troops, and advanced as fur as 
Atentze, but here ho was opposed by a 
superior foros of Titetans, and, taking 
refuge in the place, “was immediate- 
ly besieged. The mandarin, in des. 
pair, tried. to send for help to the 
French missionaries at Tec-ku, but these 
unfortunately had- in the meantime been 
murdercd—viz., Pbre {Dubernard, who 
had resided there over 30 years, and whose 
name is well known tn geographors, 
and Pere Bourdonnee, who had not long 
arrived there from Yerkalo. An English 
botanist; a Mr F—.,_ managed to effect 
his escape.

The, Tibetan revolt was evontually 
quelled by a former Governor of Cheng-tu- 
fo named-Eul-Fong; -ho—hns-a_sinister 
reputation for forocity and cruelty. be 
pillaged and burnt the great Batang 
monastery, which is now nothing: but a 
heap of blackened ruins. Summary ven- 
geance was taken on the ringleaders of 
the revolt, and many of the monks were 
pursued and executed.

BUILDING COLLAPSE AT 
YAUMATL 


Coroner's Inquest. 

“Mr. J. Kemp, sitting as Coroner, with 
Messrs F. Austin, Hugh Diuoing and G. 
¥, Catchick as jurors, opened an inquiry 
this afternoon concerning the deaths of six 
Chineso who were killed owing to the 
collapse, of No. 36, Portland Street, Yau- 
mati, daring the typhoon of 27-28 July. 

Mr F. B, L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, 
appeared for the Crown. 

«He said :—Botween one and two o'clock 
on the morning of 28th the building in 
question aud a number of adjoining houses 


collapsed. In the cdurso-of the same day 


six corpses wore taken out of the debris. 
The object of the inquiry was to ascertain 
whether the falling ‘of the building 
was due to the culpable’ negligence 
-of “any , person -concerned_in_that_build.. 
ing. No 36, or properly: 25, wis the 
end house of a block of thirtecn ‘and 
along tho side wall 
culled Pitt Street. These buildings were 
on a. lot acquired from the Crown by 
Humphreys Hstate and “Finance Co in 
1898, and‘in 1900 they proceeded to build. 
The plans in this-case were prepared by 
Messrs Palmer and Turner, and they gave 
notice to the’ Director of Public ¥ orks on 
Tuly 1Gth, 1900, to the effect that. they, 
were “about to erect these 13 houses, 
pend also 13 on a lot «nthe other 
side'of tho'street. They submitted plans 
which.came before Mr Looker, who mado 
8 note on the architect's notes to the effect 
that they did not tomply with a certain | 
nection of the Ordinance. Tho notice was 
refered ‘back,’ and permission was 
evontually granted. On May. 14th, 1902,. 
five verandahs of this block of houses 
collapsed. On June 6th Mr Hnggard of 
the BP.
